City Improvements On Schedule 


Municipal Building, Streets Nearing Completion

The current capital im provem ents p rog ram is progressing 
smoothly and is on schedule for the most part, according to 
city officials. 
The $450,000 Police and Courts Building is expected to be 
completed by A ugust of this year, according to Police Chief 
J B. Toler. This figure does not include land costs. The new 
building under construction by CEC Contractors will contain 
municipal court facilities as well as the police departm ent. 
The police d ep artm en t will occupy 2,200 squ are feet of the 
13,800 sq uare feet building, Toler said. This will give the 
police de p a rtm en t five times its present working area. For 
example, said Toler, the nu m ber of cells in the jail will be 
increased from four to 18. The new jail will have kitchen and 
shower facilities, unlike the cu rren t facilities, he said. 
Jailers will now be able to cook for prisoners ra th e r than 
send out for food. 
All U nder One Roof 
When the d ep artm en t m oves into its new building, all 
officers will also be housed under one roof, he said. Currently 
two m em b ers of the departm ent are in a sep ara te building. 
Office space for the C rim inal Investigation Division will also 
be greatly increased. A conference room will also be in­ 
cluded in the new building and the courtroom can be used 
for training classes for officers. 
The new m unicipal courtroom will be com parable in size 
to the presently used facility, according to Jud ge R aym ond 
Robinson. He said the courtroom would have up-to-date 
facilities including a jury box, w itness stand, etc. The room 
which seats 90-100 can be used for other m eetings as well as 
court sessions. Office space for the judge, court clerk and 
office w orkers will also be provided as well as space for 
storage of records. 
Approved In 1971 
The building to be located at 909 14th Street was approved 
by the voters in the 1971 bond elections which authorized 
$475,000 for 
the land, 
building 
and 
equipm ent. 
This 


authorization w as supplem ented with $85,000 in revenue 
sharing funds and the sum of $80,000 w as set aside as a 
certificate of indebtedness, according to City M anag er 
David Griffin. 
The new $50,000 P a rk s and R ecreation Building is also 
partially constructed with F ed eral revenue sharing funds, 
according to Bob Woodruff, director of the P a rk s and 
R ecreation D epartm ent. Ninety percent of the cost w as born 
by revenue sharing and the rem aining IO percent by park 


bonds. 
The building which is being constructed at 401 16th Street 
w as delayed by the steel shortage. Woodruff said, but the 
steel is expected to be delivered during the first of M arch 
and the building should be com pleted by May. 
N ear P a rk E n tran ce 
Located n ea r the entran ce of H arrington P ark , the building 
contains 4,200 square feet. Offices will be provided for the 
Superintendent of P a rk s D anny Muzyka, Superintendent of 


R ecreation T erry Owens, and Athletic Supervisor Al Pinto 
as well as for Woodruff and secretarial help. 
A large am ount of space will be gained for daytim e a c ­ 
tivities, Woodruff said Pre-school and housewife activities 
a re conducted all day long, and the park s building is the only 
facility available for activities during the day. 
There will be three activity areas--one for a rts and crafts, 
one for dancing activities, and one larg er 20-foot-by-40-foot 
room which can be partitioned into four sm aller room s 
The back portion of the building will be a park m ain ­ 
tenance center of 60 feet by 35 feet. Office and sto rag e space 
for m aintenance people will be housed in this portion and 
there is a work area large enough for inside work. The 
building presently on the park site will be retained for 
storage.

routine. She also outlines the 
various pre-op procedures 
and explains the reasons for 
them. 
“ Women sometimes ask 
why their nail polish must be 
removed before surgery,” 
she said. “ We explain that 
the color of the nailbeds is 
one way of telling how a 
patient is tolerating an 
operation." 
Often there are special 
requests. In some cases a 
woman doesn’t want anyone, 
even her husband, to see her 
without her dentures. These 
must be removed l>efore an 
operation. 
“ So we arrange to take the 
dentures out after she leaves 
her room and is on the way to 


surg ery,’’ Ms. Fenim ore 
said. 
‘Then we put them back in 


again before she returns to 
her room.”

Helsinki may be 
over 400 years old hut it sure 
doesn't show its age. It’s no 
wonder since most of the old 
buildings were burned down 
in the early 1800s when the 
Russians captured Finland 
from the Swedes.

Helsinki lacks historical 
interest for the visitor

also has Other attractions.

masterpieces by many of 
F in la n d ’s 
world-famed 
architects, including the 
Finlandia House convention- 
congress center by Alvar 
Aalto, the olympic stadium 
by Yrjo Lindegren and Tovio 
Ja n tti. and the railway 
station by Eliel Saarinen, 
father ol the noted American 
architect Eero. 
Outstanding also is the 
T a i v a 11 a h t i
